Regarding the shortege in question, it appears to this office 
unjust that it should be required to bear the same. When a sack 
of coin is put up here a certain clerk puts a tag on it pearing the 
date and his initial and should that sack of coin not be opened for 
three or four yan has always been considered that that clerk, 
under his bond, could be held for any shortage which might be in the 
sack, and that if it could not be collected from that source, the 
Assistant Treasurer himself would be responsible for the amount. 

This office has never considered it necessary upon receipt of 
mint coins to count the same, but whenever it has been necessary to 
open a bag of the coin the contents are at that time counted, and I 
can see no reason why your office should not be as responsible for 
that count two or three years after the sack was put up as if the 


seme was counted immediately after sacking, provided, of course,

that the office where such a sack has been deposited had given a 


all reasonable protection. This office frequently ships out and 





delivers to locel parties complete sacks of mint coin which have never

this office clearly recognizes that it alone is then responsible, 
for the reason that it has failed to count the coin before it 
left the office. 

Of course the amount involved is very small and the only rea- 
son that the matter is further mentioned is that this office feels 
that it should have some definite understanding as to whet its res- 
ponsibilities are in dealing with the mint. I beg to request there- 
fore that you give the matter further and careful consideration 
and I cen but feel that you will then mike good the amount in ques- 
tion.

Navy for simi purposes,) 1 1/4 inches in width made in accord- 


ance with the enclosed design, that is, two stripes of deep red, 
like color of enclosed sample, each 1/2 inch in width, and separated 
by a dark Navy blue stripe 1/4 of an inch in width. 

“If you can get estimates on this and let me know (unoffi- 
cially) what it will cost per roll of -- yards, and also give me 
an approximate idea of the cost of the medal complete, that is 
with clasp and ribbon, and exclusive of the additional bar, I 
shall be obliged, 

Of course you understand that my office has nothing to do 
with the procurement of these medals, that being chargeable to 
the Quartermaster of the Corps, to whom the whole matter will 
be turned over when your work on the medal is complete, so do not 
give any orders for the ribbon to the manufacturers until the 


Quartermaster directs.

Replying to yours of February 23, in which you inquire as to 
the time of ultimate settlement of disallowance for purchase of 
copper in late Superintendent Townsend's Medal Account, 1 will 
reply that it could be settled immediately if Mr, Townsend would 
deposit the money as he has been requested repeatedly to do, 

An examination of the medal accounts of both Poshyshell am 
Townsend shows that in Bosbyshell's time a lot of copper was 
bought: and paid for by the United States out of medal profits 
(which should not have been done); that Bosbyshell divided the re- 
ceipts from sale of copper medals into two parts representing cost 
of copper and profits, and accounted for profits, but did not account 
for the other portion; that at the end of his term Bosbyshell turn- 
ed the remainder of the copper over to Townsend; that Townsend 
made medals out of this copper and divided the receipts from sale 
of the medals into two portions representing cost of copper and 


profits, and accounted for profits, bu® did not account for the

other portion; that towards the end of his administration, having 
used up the Bosbyshell copper, Townsend bought another lot in 
December, 1894, and charged it as a disbursement from medal PACED: 
which was disallowed, this being the disallowance you inquire about; 
that Townsend turned the bulk of the copper over to you; that you 
made medals out of it, divided the receipts from the sale of medals 
into two portions representing cost of copper and profits, and ac- 
eounted for the profitsybut did not account for the other portion, 

Upon inquiry being made as to what has been done with it, you 
answered,October 10, 1896, (J.D,w,) that it was carried into the 
total charges column of Abst ract A, 

October 13, 1598, this office answered that, as the said 
colum is not carried forward at all, this does not answer the 
question, 

October 17, 1898, (J.D.wW.) you answered that it is carried as 
a part of the medal clerk's assets. 

You are requested to make an investigation of this matter and 
make a full explanation to this office, 

One of the principal things to be explained is what you are 
doing from quarter to quarter with that portion of vour receipts 


from sale of copper bronze medals which you set aside as repre-

lf Mr. Townsend had paid for the copper in December, 1694, 
from the money composing his "balance on hand," thus changing the 
nature of his balance from cash alone to cash and copper, but not 
changing the amount of the balance at all, and if, in handingyover 
his balance to you, this copper had been part of it, the balance 
consisting of cash, medals and copper instead of cash and medals, 
then you might answer that you were using the money in question 
to change gradually the nature of your balance on hand from cash 
and copper to cash alone. This is the regular system on which the 
account is supposed to be carried on, But you cannot be doing that, 
because there is no copper varried in your balance on hand and 
there was none in the"balance on hand"he turned over to you, You 
might answer that you would be willing to return him part of the 
cash he handed over to you and substitute this copper for it, but 
then the question would come up, what did Mr. Townsend do with the 
money he set aside as representing cost of copper during the time 
he was using up the copper which was actually paid for by Rosby- 
shell out of medal profits (not medal balance on hand). 

You are also requested to explain why the value of the copper 
used to make the medals is so much more than the cost of the medals 
themselves, This is an apparent impossibility. Take for instance 
the account for the quarter ending June 30, 1896, in which the 
"copper used in the manufacture of bronze medals" is 104 pounds 


valued at $17.37. In the same account "Report G" shows that 10

‘ Lineoln, 35 Kretz and 10 Carlisle medals, total 55 medals, were 
made weighing 428 ounces or 26 3/4 pounds costing $4.28. As many 
of these medals are sold at cost of material only, an cstimat ed 
cost of only $4.28, when copper costing $17.37 was used, would 
appear to be quite inaccurate. For instance in tle same accaint 
25 of the Kretz medals were immediately sold per $1.88, whi ch, at the 
ratio of $4.28 to $17.37, would be about a quarter of the cost of 
the copper that went into then,
